fornia. They plan on collecting molluscs and reptiles in the vicinity of San 
Felipe and also in the Sierra Juarez. 

On June 1, Dr. Earl S. Herald, Curator of Aquatic Biology, is sailing with 
Mr. George Vanderbilt aboard the latter’s yacht Pioneer for a five-month 
trip to the central Pacific. This 1951 Pacific Equatorial Expedition is a joint 
enterprise under the auspices of the California Academy of Sciences and the 
Philadelphia Academy of Sciences, sponsored by Mr. Vanderbilt. If all goes 
according to schedule, they plan to visit the Marquesas Islands, the Society 
Islands, and the Tuamotu group, as well as various British-held equatorial 
islands in quest of fishes, birds, and marine invertebrates. There will be more 
about this important expedition in a subsequent news letter. 


Harotp Heatw (1868-1951) 


Dr. Harotp Heatu, a Member of the Academy since 1915 and a Fellow since 
1918, passed away on April 22. Dr. Heath was a native of Indiana but he 
came to California in the early 90’s and soon became associated with Stanford 
University. At the time of his death he was Professor Emeritus at that institu- 
tion. He was principally interested in molluscs and was an outstanding 
authority on certain groups. During his earlier years Dr. Heath’s studies took 
him to Alaska, Japan, and Brazil in quest of material for his research. He 
was well known to many members of the Academy who keenly regret his loss.

STALKING ALASKAN Brown Bears WITH A CAMERA 


To many persons Dr. Sterling Bunnell is known as one of the outstanding 
surgeons in the country and author of Surgery of the Hand. Although his 
friends are well aware of his eminence in the medical profession, they know 
him best as a naturalist and lover of the out-of-doors. 

Many years ago, before embarking on a medical career, Dr. Bunnell 
collected birds for the United States Museum and later for the California 
Academy of Sciences. He sailed aboard the Mary Sachs as official ornithol- 
ogist for the Academy’s first expedition to the Revillagigedo Islands, off the 
west coast of Mexico, in 1903. 

In August, 1949, Dr. Bunnell and his son Sterling went to Admiralty 
Island along the coast of southeastern Alaska to record on film the activities 
of the giant brown bears that inhabit this area. They returned again in August 
of 1950 and succeeded in completing their project. The Admiralty brown 
bear, more technically known as Ursus shirasi, is not quite as large as the 
huge Kodiak brown bear. It is, nevertheless, one of the largest living carni- 
vores. Any doubt in the minds of members of the audience will be dispelled 
when they view one of these animals photographed in the wilds trom a dis- 
tance of eighteen feet. Those who enjoy fishing will be fascinated by the 
many fine scenes of salmon going upstream to spawn.

A sneak preview of the script of Mrs. Richard J. Nassar, president 
of the Association, who will make the award, indicates it is for “the constant 
excellent quality of the programs and for the dignity and merit of the sponsor’s 
message as well as excellence of production.” 

The June 7 occasion will be a gala one, a special telecast of the regular 
Thursday night program (KGO-TYV, 7:00-7:30 p.m.) will be made from the 
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May Treat Morrison Auditorium of the Academy with the members of the 
Association, officers of the Bank, the Station, and the Academy as special guests. 
Dr. Harvey E. White, nuclear physicist of the University of California, will be 
the guest scientist for the program, “The Science of Musical Sound.” 

Science in Action has consistently won acclaim during the first year that it 
has been on the air. Every viewers’ poll that has been taken in Northern Cali- 
fornia has named the program as top-viewing. Awards already garnered in- 
clude the Outstanding Local TV Show award of the San Mateo Times, the 
Favorite Program award of the San Francisco Examiner, Favorite Local Show 
of TV Preview, Best Educational and Cultural Show by the Academy of Tele- 
vision Arts and Sciences, and second place, Best Live Show by that organization. 

Many and varied resources of the Academy have gone into the production 
of the program this year in one way or another. A number of curators and 
other staff members have been guest scientists or performers on the program; an 
entire station wagon full of scientific materials leaves the Academy for the 
station every Thursday morning, not to mention uncounted energy ergs in- 
volved in such odd tasks as digging up a silhouette of Washington and Lincoln, 
making a replica of the La Brea tar pits, and carting of privately-owned cats to 
the station for props. The Department of Exhibits, which has borne the brunt 
of production problems, now has a new one—preparing a case that will hold 
the Science in Action awards so that they can suitably be displayed. 


STUDENT AID 


ONE OF THE GREATEST unfilled needs of the Academy at the present time is fur- 
niture and equipment for the new quarters of the Student Section. The 
encouragement of serious-minded young scientists has long been an aim of the 
Academy, albeit one that has been carried out “on a shoe-string.” The sum of 
fifteen hundred and seventy-five dollars is required to provide chairs, tables, 
and working facilities for the handsome new quarters in the Hall of Science.
